To 
one be fed two and a half bushels of corn in 
the car, during a period of nine days, feed- 
ing all he would eat ; this gave a "gain of 
nineteen lbs.- another eat in the siuietimc 
One and tlircc rjuavtc-rs bushels of ccro, 
ground, and gained also nine t ecu Jbs.; and 
to the . third, ■ he fed one bushel of corn 
ground fwl loik't, whiah giro a gain of 
twenty two Wwi By iUU it will be seen that 
oiio and tlircd'f quarters bushels of corn when 
ground will give a gain of flesh equal lo twit 
and a half bushels of unground corn, and 
that one ■ bushel when yitnwd ami boiUd 
gave a gain of twenty- two lbs.

Another very grievous source of complaint 
is in the selection of Judges. As a general 
thing too much Mork js »i V eu ono class of 
Judges— or rather three men ,irc eeleeted to 
judge two or three kinds of aiituials. For 
instance, Ho^es and Cattle arc assigned* to 
oncfcel of men— two out. of three may Ijc 
good judges of Iho one and not of the other. 
Now 'Supposing only one to l>e capable of din- 
eeyning the gpoj mid bad points in the class 
of Horses, and the other two overrule his 
judgment, the exhibitors are not done justice 
to, and there is just ground of complaint ; or 
transpose them and two out of three are good 
judges of Horses and only one ofc.illle, and 
the result is the same. Now, for all it costs 
the society, (In nine eases out of leu, merely 
the Judges dinner,) it would be fur Iwtter to 
have competent men for each class— particu- 
larly in tho two above mentioned. The 
same may he Bald with regard to sheep— none 
but experienced men— men capable of pro- 
nouncing an opinion, should be selected. 

This will remove much dissatisfaction,— as 
competitors are willing to abide the decisions 
of such men. 

There ore other matters wo purposed re- 
ferring to liut^fuel defer to another occasion.

That the Comptuy of the above important 
line of railway b> laboring under very serious 
embarrassments, is now admitted on all 
sides; nnd the conjectures of not a few lead- 
ing politicians, at the time the vaiious money 
(.■rants were Ijcing made )»y the Canadian 
Lcjnslature, is about to bo realized. Rumora 
arc afloat that another demand will bo" mode 
next session, and if not acceeded to, the line 
most close up. Payments aro falling due, 
and the Company appears unable to iiicct 
cveu running expenses, It does seem to us 
however, itnpo&iblo for any further aid to bo 
extended by the Province. Thousands upon 
thouvmds of dollars have already been ad- 
vanced, while .millions more are guaranteed, 
Tho people are already over-taxed on account 
of this line — a further advance, therefore, is 
out of the question. The 6?o6e predicts an- 
other Railway jobbing session, but we think 
the Ministry will hardly dare to attempt un 
additional grant in the lace of a coming oleo 
tivn. Under existing circumstances, mid in 
view of the enormous public debt now pad- 
dled upon the country, through Coalition mis- 
rule, it would be better— far better, to sink 
the province claim altogether, and let the 
road payj into other hands, than grant to the 
exuding Company sufficient aid to relieve 
them of present on ib arras men t. It appears 
an execution hns lately been obtained by 
Glynn, Barrings & Co., for 84,000,000,— 
the very men, of all others, who should have 
been the most lenient, as* they have been the 
only parties who ever made anything -out of 
tho lino. Rul this is only one of the many
